Howard Irwin Ross, former Governor of the University 
and a man with several academic, business, and 
governmental aditevements to his credit, will replace 
Ray Edwin Powell as Chancellor. Mr. Powell has held 
the position since 1957. 



Chancellor Powell, who 
announced Tuesday the elec- 
tion of his succeuor by the 
Board of Governors, will, 
continue to serre as a mem- 
ber of the Board, a position 
he has held since 1050. Born ■ 
in lte7, the retiring Chan-' 
cellor holds directorships in' 
several companies, including 
Bell Telephone and Alumi- 
num, Ltd. 

Mr. Ross, who becomes tlie 
eleventh Chancellor, is a 
Graduate in Economics and 
Poiitica! Science, from Mc- 
Gill (1930) and Oxford 
(1932). He is a partner in 
two accounting firms and 
president of the Canadian 
Institute of Chartered Ac- 
countants. Ur. Ross takes 
active interest in many com- 
munity and educational af- 
fairs, and was a member of 
the recent Salvas (^mmis- 
sion. 

The son of a past McGill 
governor, Mr. Iloss was pre- 
sident of the Graduates' So- 
ciety in 1955-56 and gradua- 
te representative on the

1059 to 1062. 

Asked if he felt his new 
post would interfere in any 
way with his work with his 
firms, Mr. Ross pointed out 
that he is already serving 
in several somewhat similar 
capacities, as a governor of 
McGiU, Sir George Williams 
University, and the United 
Theological College, as well 
as on the' Advisory Commit- 
tee of Queen's University 
School of Business. He ad? 
dcd that he viewed the 
Chancellor's role as "that of 
a register between the com- 
munity and university". 

Commenting on liis elec- 
tion, as "a complete surpri- 
se", Mr. Ross said, "Al- 
though succeeding a Chan- 
cellor such as R. E. Powell 
is a tremendous challenge, 
I can envision no break of 
continuity". . He indicated 
several hooks on his desk 
with the red crest of the 
Universily administration on 
their jackets, "But I'm going 
to have to do some home- 
work over the summer".

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Principal tackles structural probli

Dr. H. Rocke Robertson li 
concerned primarily with 
people — with the thousands 
who make up the McGill com- 
munlty, and with their relation 
to the administration that ho 
heads. 

He thinks his most important 
function as Principal is to analyze 
the structure of the University, to 
assess lis slrenfith'and weaknes- 
ses, and to institute improvements 
wherever he can. In order to do 
this properly, he has undertaken 
what has proven to be a gargan- 
tuan task: to visit, in person, 
every one of the hundred-and- 
forty-odd faculties, departments, 
and schools that McGill contains. 

After eighteen months in of- 
fice Dr. Robertson says, "I have 
gone a good part of the way 
around. But McGill is a huge, 
huge place, and it is a long pro- 
cess." 

In addition, each' one of these 
departments submits an annual 
report, and the thick volumes of 
them on his shelves attest to the 
staggering amount of paper-work 
that the Principal must do. 

There arc also the formal as- 
pects of the Principal's job, which 
Dr. Robertson enjoys, but which, 
he confesses, "consume a prodi- 
gious amount of my time." 

However great the tasks that 
he faces, they seem only to ex-" 
liiliarate Dr. Robertson. Convoca- 
tion time is necessarily a very 
busy one, and I interviewed him 
at the end of a long day. Yet he 
showed not a trace of weariness; 
his keen blue eyes gazed thought- 
fully out the window as he spoke. 

Our conversation ranged over 
several of the important aspects 
of McGill today. The Principal is 
pleased with the expansion pro- 
gram, and is confident that "The 
physical side should be in pretty 
fair shape within a short time." 

Nevertheless, he sees a real 
danger to the University's aca- 
demic status if the expansion is 
too quick. 'There has been no 
deterioration yet," he says, "but 
we must limit the expansion, or 
the teachers will not be able to 



keep pace." Television and taped 
lectures are of value, he thinks, 
but are not of vital importance 
to the main problem of acquiring 
enough good staff members to 
teach the growing influx of new 
students. 

The library system Is steadily 
being improved. Purchasing has 
increased tremendously over the 
past months, and steps are being 
taken to make the service more 
efficient. The new librarian ar- 

• rives to assume office on July 1. 

• There are, as well, active plans 
for an addition to the .Redpath 
Library. "Whether we will build 
a full-sized addition, or one only 
half as large at first, I cannot say 
right now, the . main problem is 
one of space." 

Dr. Robertson . is enthusiastic 
about McGill's three special-In- 
terest institutes, concerned with 
French-Canada, Developing Areas, 
and Marine Biology. He explains 
that they arc essentially admin- 
istrative set-ups, designed to co- 
ordinate faculty members from 
various departments, all working 
in a common field. 

"For example, the French-Ca- 
nada studies program involves 
historians, geographers, econom- 
ists, political scientists, philoso- 
phers, and sociologists. The pro- 
gram enables them to get toge- 
ther, and helps them to generate 
ideas." Graduate students are 
coming to McGill specif ically - to 
study within the context of all 
three institutes. 

The BA curriculum was com- 
pletely revised a few years ago, 
primarily by Vice-Principal Field- 
house, and Dr. Robertson is in 
substantial agreement with the 
principles underlying this revi- 
sion. Among them is the notion 
that the most profitable form of 
university education is Intensive, 
not extensive. 

"A person who takes a smatter- 
ing of everything in his under- 
graduate years is probably not ed- 
ucated in the true sense. He 
knows a large number of facts, 
most of which he will likely for- 
get after a short time. 

"On the other hand, a person 
who learns one subject in depth, 
has learnt how to delve into facts 
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and find out things for himself. 
He may then go on to solve an 
important problem on his own." 

The Faculty Course, which is 
given to students in third and 
fourth year, is a survey of almost 
all areas of study, and is based 
on the idea that such a synthesis 
of knowledge should be present-

ed In the upper years, after the 
student has acquired a good com- 
mand of one or two subjects. 

"It is wrong to attempt this 
synthesis in first year," Dr. Ro- 
bertson says; "There is nothing 
to synthesize with." 



Dr. Robertson believes that 
professors must be free to in- 
volve themselves in politics and 
other public affairs, as long as 
this does not prevent them from 
discharging their responsibilities 
as teachers. "The university 
should not Interfere with a pro- 
fessor's duties' as a citizen; also, 
where his knowledge makes, him 
especially valuable, he should be 
free to put it to use." 

If a professor's views have re- 
ference to his courses, they are 
bound to affect his teaching, but 
Dr. Robertson docs not think that 
this is harmfpl. "The students 
will judge for themselves," he 
says, "and they are usually very 
good Judges." 

The attitude of the Principal 
toward students and their pro- 
blems is simple and forthright — 
he tries to maintain as close con- 
tact with them as he can. "We 
are prepared to talk anytime, to 
iron out any differences that may 
occur." He Is confident that this 
approach will serve to stem any 
serious crises, should they arise. 

Six o'clock approached, and Dr. 
Robertson prepared to leave his 
office for the day. He was not 
going home, biit rather to attend 
a dbmer, one of the matijgDfficlal 
functions he perform8*'M'*Prin- • 
cipal of McGiU. 

The problems that the Prin- 
cipal faces have never been more 
challengingi^or.. have^they^ver 
demanded nuHi^tinMrenergy, and 
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determination. But those who 
know Dr. Robertson, both stu- 
dents and faculty alike, will agree 
that the office has never been In 
any more capable or more willing 
hands.

Tho outlook for students 

Rowan C. Coleman, director 
of the McGill Placement Service, 
says that although about 80% 
of students find some sort of 
summer employment, "only a 
small number find jobs that pay 
a good salary or contribute to 
their education in their particular 
field." 

Upper year students in En- 
gineering, Science, and Com- 
merce can usually find summer 
positions In their specialties. 
However, students in the lower 
years of all faculties find it dif- 
ficult to get anything except low- 
paying camp jobs. 

The Placement Service is con- 
siderably more successful in find- 
ing permanent positions for mem- 
bers of the graduating class. "The 
situation is excellent In all facul- 
ties", Mr. Coleman said. "As 
usual. Engineers are In greatest 
demand, but this docs not mean 
that there are great difficulties 
for graduates in other fields." 

In Science, tlie greatest demand 
is for graduates in electronics 
and -chemistry. In Arts, Business 
Administration offers the most 
opportunities. 

Unfortunately, there is still a 
certain amount of dlseriinination 



seeking summer jobs is bod, as it 

against women in certain fields. 
"This is not true in science," Mr. 
Coleman said. "However, female 
Arts graduates are often forced 
to take a business course before 
they can get a job. Employers 
often feel that women are likely 
to leave within a few years to 
get married or if already marri- 
ed, to have a baby." 

Mrs. Mary B. Grant, who is 
responsible for part-time, and 
women's summer employment, 
says that for a girl seeking 
summer employment, a knowledge 
of French and typing are the best 
qualifications. 

"There are many jobs available 
at salaries ranging from $40 to 
$75 per week for girls with these 
qualifications," she said. "How- 
ever, most girls want clerical 
work without typing, and these 
are very scarce." 
• Few girls are willing to take 
available Jobs Is small hotels and 
country clubs because they are 
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has been for several years. 

out of town. Domestic Jobs are 
also available and equally un- 
popular. 

Mrs. Grant also places many 
people in part-time jobs, which 
include both casual, one-occasion 
jobs, and more extended positions, 
sucii as tutoring. 

One problem the Placement 
Service faces is the unwillingness 
of students who have found jol)S 
to report back to the Service. "We 
only place about 25";! of applic- 
ants for summer jobs," Jtr. Cole- 
man says. "However, we are sure 
that many more find jobs on our 
suggestion. But wc don't know, 
because students don't report." 

Mrs. Grant also emphasizes tiiis 
point, saying that she never hears 
from most girls who find summer 
or part-time jobs.

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The challenge of this day Continuing the tradition 



During the course of today's Convocation 
ceremonies over 1700 men and women v/iil 
receive degrees and diplomas. Some of these 
will return to McGill next year to pursue 
graduate and postgraduate programs. Most, 
however, hove completed their formal educa- 
tion and when this day ends they will leave 
McGill, hopefully returning in the future- as 
visitors, but never again as students. To those 
who leave, this is undoubtedly a day of the 
greatest significance, of {oy and sadness, of 
hopes and fears, a day when the future 
looms ahead full of challenges which must 
be met and which will demand all the 
intellectual, emotional, and physical strength 
which we con muster. 

Seldom hove more questioii marks of 
greater significance hung over the heads of 
university graduates on a Convocation day. 
We must learn to live with the cold war 
and the danger of its growing hotter. We 
must try to cope with the massive unrest 
which is visible in many parts of the world, 
the grave inequities between those like our- 
selves who live in a world of plenty and those 
who do not know whether there will be 
food to eat or clothes to wear tomorrow. 
We must strive to turn the knowledge and 
skills which man has developed to the 
belJerment of all mankind and not just a 
privileged few. 

Canadian graduates ore faced with 
depressing notional dilemmas. A vibrant, 
vociferous segment of our population is 
attempting to divide this country by pitting 
English against French, in the belief that 
Quebec should be independent. We believe 
that Canada con only survive If she remains 
united. Those who graduate today face the 
challenge of preserving the unity we have 
and building a new Canada which will not 
be so vulnerable. 

If the graduates succeed in meeting these 
challenges, McGill will have met the test of 
the twentieth century. Her students carry 
forth the hopes of their professors, of their 
university. They do not leave McGill for 
McGIII is a port of them. They merely bring 
McGill with them onto whatever path they 
choose to follow, beyond the Roddick Gates 
and into the world outside. 

From this point of view. Convocation Day 
is not a time for sod farewells. Only the ^ 
roles have changed but the characters in 
this great drama will march on together. The 
graduates say thank you, the university says 
good luck, but neither says goodby. Only 
the overture has ended. Now the symphony 
begins. 



The pattern of university life is such that 
few students ever think about the Board 
of Governors or the men who serve on it. 
Perhaps a few more ore aware of the 
existence, of a Chancellor whom they hove 
seen on certain formal occasions 'such ds . the 
Convocation. Nevertheless, one cannot under- 
estimate the importance of the role played 
by these men and particularly that of the 
Chancellor. They bear the heavy burden of 
directing the affairs of a dynamic demanding 
enterprise. They must find the vast sums of 
money which the mere maintenance of the 
status quo requires and the additional 
amounts needed to move forward. They must 
also seek out and bring to McGill educators 
and administrators who will maintain the 
lofty position to which this university has 
risen. 

The new year will see a new Chancellor. 
After seven years of distinguished service. 
Chancellor Roe Edwin Powell will step down. 
His successor is a man of. great stature, who 
has proven himself in the industrial world 
as well OS the academic, a man whose 
activities have encompassed government 
service during the second world war, and 
thereafter, service to McGill as President of 
the Graduates Society, a member of the Board 
of Governors, and service to his community 
In innumerable charitable undertakings. 
Howard Irwin Ross, M.A., O.B.E., C.A., has 
been chosen by the Governors to carry on 
the task of moving McGill towards ever 
Increasing accomplishments. He comes to the 
task well prepared to meet the challenges 
which will face him. Every person who has 
come to love this university will welcome his 
appointment and wish him well. 

Chancellor Powell, while stepping down 
from his present post, will not be lost to 
McGill. He will continue to serve on the 
Board of Governors as he has for the Icwt 
14 years. McGill has progressed steadily 
under his firm hand and we owe him a debt 
which we can never repay. His years as 
Chancellor were not easy ones. McGill faced 
the most serious financial problems in her 
history and it is in no small measure a 
tribute to his devotion and ability that she 
overcame • them. During his years in office 
we embarked on a mammoth expansion 
program which is presently reaching its 
climax. Chancellor Powell guided McGill 
through the departure of one Principal and 
the arrival of another. A more momentous 
era would be difficult to imagine. 

Only the future will tell what lies ahead 
for McGill University. Two things 'however, 
ore certain i first, the challenge to achieve 
greatness will not be lifted from her shoulders 
- second, with men like Howard Irwin Ross 
and Roe Edwin Powell at her helm, McGill 
will meet this challenge. 



An "academic" study? 

The Prime Minister of Canada told the 
House of Commons lost week that the govern- 
ment Is considering a study Into the impact 
which Quebec's separation would have on 
the rest of this country. He hastened to odd, 
of course, that this would be of purely 
"academic" Interest since Quebec will not 
separate and. Canada will remain united. 

If indeed the Prime Minister is so confident 
about our future then why contemplate such 
a study. If he has any doubts, then we 
submit that a formal study is precisely what 
we do NOT need and must not permit at 
this time, for it would certainly benefit those 
who seek Quebec's separation and it could 
seriously prejudice the cause^'of unity. 

One of the more obvious devices which 
the separatists, declared or otherwise, ore 
using could be called "destruction by erosion". 
Every possible opening Is probed and en- 
larged, every point of friction is further 
irritated in the hope that on irreparable split 
can be opened and that from sheer ex- 
haustion, from a sense of hopelessness, the 
other nine provinces will surrender and let 
Quebec go Its "merry" way. 

Despite what any of us can do to ovoid 
it, there may come a time when this type 
of study will be necessary. However it is 
not necessary now. Premier Lesoge, while 
protesting his devotion to unity, has kindly 
undertaken to provide us with preliminary 
Information by way of Quebec's own study. 
Ottawa should not follow this lead. Oftowo 
must not become a party to making the idea 
of separation acceptable, for acceptability is 
exactly what the separatists wont and exactly 
what we rriust not give them. 

It Is importanf that the government 
undertake certain studies at this time. But 
these should be analyses of how Canada 
can be unified and nof how she may be 
destroyed. Prime Minister Pearson undoubt- 
edly desires what is best for this country. 
He has kept every possible avenue of recon- 
ciliation open. He has adopted a flexible, 
reasonable stand. However, in this instance, 
we believe that he has gravely erred. Before 
this error is carried to its potentially tragic 
conclusion, we hope that this "academic" 
study will be abandoned. 
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CANADIAN POLITICS : A CALL FOR REASON

-Nationalism has been the most potent and effective politic- 
al movement to arise In the past hundred years. While its strong, 
emotional, and essentially irrational imperative has in the past 
been mobilized to attain beneficial goals, there is every indi- 
cation to believe that in today's world of international inter- 
dependence in the political, economic, and cultural spheres, 
nationalism can solve no useful purpose. 



This development is reflected 
In the growing economic and pol- 
itical integration of European na- 
tions which have historically been 
antagonistic. Yet, hero, In Cana- 
da, we find the government tak- 
ing steps of a more and more na- 
tionalistic character. Canadians 
have become one of the most na- 
tionalistic peoples in the world 
today. 

This growth in Canadian na- 
tionalism has been paralleled by 
a simultaneous growth in French- 
Canadian nationalism, as expres- 
sed by the government of the 
Province of Quebec. 

Any trend will sooner or later 
produce a reaction. However, na- 
tionalism has always been a dif- 
ficult sentiment to resist. The 
policy-forming elite has expressed 
Itself with rare unanimity on the 
nationalist question. 

Two weeks ago, however, a 
group of seven young French-Ca- 
nadian intellectuals pronounced 
themselves lucidly and compre- 
hensively on the nationalist ques- 
tion. Their manifesto ("Uno poli- 
tique fonctionnelle au Canada") 
declared that "the cornerstone 
of the social and political order 
must be the attributes men hold 
In common, not those that differ- 
entiate them. An order of prior- 
ities in political and social mat- 
ters that is founded upon the in- 
dividual as an individual is total- 
ly incompatible with an order of 
priorities based upon race, rcli- 
Eton, or nationality." 

This "affirmation of faith in 
man" concerned itself not only 
with the "distortions and falsifi- 
cations" of nationalism, but also 



with the lack of political leader- 
ship in our country today, at both 
the federal and provincial levels. 

"Our political leaders want to 
be all things to all men," the 
manifesto says. "They fall back 
on propaganda loaded with emo- 
tional slogans. They do not pro- 
vide the people with a clear 
idea of the direction in which 
they want the country to go." 

The manifesto Is the brain- 
child of seven young French-Ca- 
nadians: U of M economist Al- 
bert, Breton, lawyers Claude Bru- 
neaiir and Marc Lalonde,. psycho- 
analyst Yvon GauthlerrCité Libre 
editor and lawyer Pierre-Elliott- 
Trudeau, and McGIII sociologlstt 
Raymond Breton and Maurice Pi- 
nard. 

These seven shared an appre- 
hension al>out the state of affairs 
in Canada. "We felt," Raymond 
Breton explained, "that only one 
point of view — the ethnic point 
of view — was receiving expres- 
sion in our political system. We 
wanted to express another opi- 
nion". 

The idea of a manifesto was 
born in a scries of private meet- 
ings among friends sharing these 
ideas beginning last July. The 
basic ideas and structure of the 
manifesto were formed during 
weekly sessions. 

"The manifesto," Breton says, 
"is really an appeal for rational- 
ism, not, as the Montreal Star 
called it, a 'Manifesto for the Na- 
tion' or a polemic against French- 
Canadian nationalism." Instead 
of emotional cries which drawn 
out the voice of reason, we 
should deal rationally witli the 
problems we face today. 



"Overflowing nationalism dis- 
torts one's vision .of reality, pre- 
vents one from seeing problems 
in their true perspective, falsifies 
solutions and constitutes a clas- 
sic diversionary tactic for poli- 
ticians caught by facts," the ma- 
nifesto states. 

Is it not true that the adapt- 
ation of nationalistic policies can 
Increase individual welfare and 
can thus be consistent with pri- 
orities based on the individual? 

"Only to the extent that these 
policies arc introduced to elimin- 
ate negative nationalistic prior- 
ities, such as discrimination," 
Breton said. 

"We do not necessarily obtain 
the same solutions when we ap- 
ply the two different priorities," 
Pinard pointed out. For example, 
the implementation of policies to 
discourage foreign ownership of 
domestic industry causes unem- 
ployment. 

Yet the Quebec government 
exists for the welfare of all Que- 
bec citizens, not merely that of 
Frcnch^anadlans, Breton said. 
Moreover, there is no scope iti 
our system of government for 
action by . Quebec on behalf of 
French-Canadians in other prov- 
inces. 

"Foreign aid" to these French- 
Canadians may be permissible. 
"But why single out only one 
ethnic group?" he asked. "A 
starving Indian is just as pitiable 
as a starving French-Canadian." 

At. any. rate, Pinard said, there 
is not that much discrimination, 
against French-Canadians as has 
been made out. 'There exists 
much more discrimination against 
the Negro, yet he is not strong 
enough to yell loudly." 

'The manifesto-writers are (ust 
at critical of the lack of political 
leadership shown by our politi- 
cians. The manifesto makes clear 
that this problem and that of. 
overbearing nationalism are in- 
terwined. 

"Our politicians are using emo- 
tional, nationalistic slogans to di-

vart the attention of the popula- 
tion from the real problems that 
we face" Breton claimed. When 
the problem of unemployment 
comes up, they discuss foreign, 
ownership of Canadian .industry.' 

"It would bo all right," Breton 
conceded, "if our politicians were 
using slogans to mobilize the po- 
pulation to meet their goals. But 
they are agitating the population 
for nothing." 

"To do anything a fraction of 
the population has to be hurt," 
Pinard said. "The only way to 
please everyone is by doing noth- 
ing. And then, paradoxically, you 
please no one." 

Our politicians are not leaders, 
they say, they are merely admin- 
istrators. The political leader 
must not only define a problem, 
he must atlso solve it. 

"We must open the cultural 
frontiers of our society", the ma- 
nifesto declares. "Wc must stop 
thinking of the American culture 
as that of the sports car and Co- 
ca-Cola," Breton elaborated. 

"The proposed barriers to U.S. 
publications and the banning of 
cable TV art stupidity," PInard 
said. "If culture cannot be' de- 
veloped without barriers. It can- 
not be developed with barriers." 

We do not need a dittlnctlve 

Canadian culture so much as a 
culture, they said. "We do not 
have to laarn how to cook differ- 
ently from the Americans or any- 
one else," Breton said. We should 
be living for something, but we 
do not have to live differently. 

However, the manifesto did not 
take in the option of political 
union in a new geographical en- 
tity. "We had more pressing and 
specific problems to consider,'" 
Pinard explained. Among these 
problems : 

• Unemployment : "The socio- 
economic costs of this situation 
are frightening. No government 
has ever categorically assumed 
the responsibility of fixing the 
problem." 

• Maldistribution of wealth 

among the diverse regions and so- 
cial groups: "Plainly, unaccept- 
able". 

• The administration of (us- 

tice: "One of the worst admin- 
istered social functions in our 
society. Our penal system be- 
longs to the middle ages. Justice 
has l>ecome too slow and too ex- 
pensive." 

'•.Human capital: "Our soci- 



ety devotes too little of its re- 
sources to education." 

• Adaptation : "Hare indeed 
are those who have the oppor- 
tunity and ability to adapt them- 
selves to new circumstances." 

• Health : "The cost of medic- 
al care and drugs is still far be- 
yond the means of a great many 
people." 

• Federalism. 

• Political leadership. 

These problems at first sight 
seem self-evident, almost plati- 
tudinous. But if they have become 
platitudes, it is only because we 
have become conditioned to re- 
gard them as such. It is the lack 
of political leadership in this 
country which has accustomed 
us to look with distrust upon 
the sweeping promise. The fact 
is that these are real problems : 
that we have failed to face them 
speaks 111 of the vitality of our 
political life. 

Reaction to the manifesto, both 
pro and con,' hos not been vio- 
lent. English readers have tended 
to think of the manifesto exclu- 
sively as a declaration of war on 
French-Canadian nationalism, a 
defence of the status quo, 

'These people have no political 
imagination," Breton said. 'They 
see only the status quo. This very 
reaction is symptomatic of the 
absence of political leadership in 
our country." 

"We are for the status quo," 
he continued, "in that we are 
for Canada, but for practical rea- 
sons, not for- nationalistic rea- 
sons." 

Reaction among the French- 
Canadian intelligentsia to the 
anti-nationalistic stance of the 
manifesto has been unfavouralilc, 
though Quebec City's Le Soleil 
viewed it favourably. However, 
to a great extent the manifesto 
has been ignored. La Presse, for 
example, has not discussed it 
editorially at all. 

One can only hope that the 
manifesto will encourage further 
attempts towards discover- 
ing a rational manner in which to 
conduct our political affahrs. Al- 
ready, the writers of the mani- 
festo are planning more specific 
studies of Canadian studies. 

Whether one fully endorses the 
manifesto or not, one cannot but 
agree that to write it demanded 
a great amount of intellectual 

honesty and courage.

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Cinéastes Jean Luc Godard, Roman Polanskî, and Adolfas 
Mekas compare notes on Film Festival entries during on 
• informal discussion of the art of f ilm>making. 

The summer should be an interesting one for those interested in 
the cinema, professionally and otherwise. Sunday, May 31, will mark 
the opening of the Italian Film Weelc. This is another In the series of 
international film weeks sponsored by the Montreal Film Festival fol- 
lowing In the tradition of last year's Czechoslovakian Week which 
was a complete artistic success. Most of the films to be presented will 
have their North American première. 

Turning to the newspapers we notice the existence of about 
half a' dozen art-theatres, not to mention numerous commercial movie- 
houses which present regularly films of undoubted artistic merit. When 
one recalls the years before 1960, this now interest in what can .be 
called art-cinema is nothing short of amazing. What caused this cinema- 
tic awakening in Montreal ? 

First there Is the undeniable fact of a general cultural, explosiipn 
viz. the number of quality paperbacks, the, record-breaking attendance 
at the Montreal Museum, the number of new plays and 'theatres 'etc. 
(This in turn con partly be attributed to the new Intellectual atmosphere 
brought in with the Liberal government.) Secondly, there is the fact 
that the number of art-films made in the world today is about three 
times that of the nineteen fifties. But the most important reason for 
this new interest In serious films is certainly the Montreal International 
Film Festival. 

When If began in 1960, the Film Festival was an experiment, 
and is now an established institution. It certainly does not rank with 
Cannes and Venice in fame and influence, but to soy this as disparage- 
ment Is to miss the purpose and aim of the Festival entirely. Speaking 
to Robert Daudelin of the Festival Public Relations Office, I woi informed 
why this was .so. The Montreal Festival unlike Its European counter- 
parts is not a "m'ovié trade fair". In Cannes, 'the emphasis is on "will 
it sell ?" and consequently Cannes is notoriously publicity-minded. 
The emphasis here Is on "what does it have to soy ?" and "what new 
ways of saying it does It have ?" The Montreal Festival In short is for 
directors, technical men, actors and interested audience, as opposed 
to distributors and agents. It exists as an opportunity for amateurs and 
professionals to get together for one week to hear, talk and see cinema. 
The list of past visitors can almost make up, a who's who of art-movie- 
making — Triîf fault, Godard, Gian Vitlorlo Baldi, Kobayoshi, Schlesinger, 
Ernest Pintoff, Lindsay Anderson, Roman Potanski, ' etc. The number 
and list of North American premières is equally Impressive. Many films 
first shown here by then almost unknown makers have since gone on 
to commercial success. The resulting effect on Montreal movie-going 
habits has been swift and — I hope — permanent. 

In addition to the International aspects — feature films from 
fifteen countries have been shown so far — the Montreal Film Festival 
also serves as great incentive to Canadian movle-mokers with its 
Canadian Film Festival. Hero the Festival abandons Its rule of "no 
prizes", and will dislribulo this year 3,500 dollars In awards. A jury 
of seven, which so far Includes Roberto Rosselini, Ian Cameron, Saul 
Bass, and Jules hluneault will ]udge the entries. The number of full- 
length movies entered this year is greater than the total number of 
Canadian feature films made until 1964 and this, I was told, is a fair 
indication of the phenomenal growth of interest in Canadian films.

"In 1963 — six months ago — they offered me this Job, 
and no, I can honestly say that I've never regretted accepting 
it for even one moment. I may not be made for the job, 
but you could certainly say the Job was taiiormadc for me. 
It involves politics — and they made me a Member of 
Parliament in 1056 — it involves architcclure — and 1 
graduated from McGill with a degree in that — and it in- 
volves theatre — and you know how I feel about that I" 

John Pratt gives every evidence of being the man for 
the job he enjoys. There isn't room for his official title 
"Administrator and Producer of Entertainment, operations 
Department, of the Canadian Corporation for the 1067 World 
Exhibition") on the 'door of the spacious comer office on 
the twenty-third floor of Place Ville Marie (the telephone 
number Is Exposition 1067), but the blue carpet on the 
floor is the kind any exçcutive would want to own. 

It Is Mr. Pratt's Job to administer and produce the 
entertainment for the Montreal World's Fair, as it is un- 
officially called by most of the thousands of people who are 
talking about it these days. He admits that it's quite a 
job. Right now his work consist mostly of organization and 
analysis. "We have just embarked upon what wc call an 
economic feasibility study of all entertainment program- 
ming". This means constant Juggling of money, buildings, 
and backers — "If we don't have a good response from 
the private citizens, then there will be no Fair". 

Even when funds are assured, "First we must decide 
what we need, then we asic the arcliitects to design it for 
US, then we sign contracts with the construction firms, 
and then the buildings go up". Right now it Is as a former 
architect, as well as an organizer, that John Pratt's services 
are most needed. 

"We have to build a whole new city over there, 3U 
miles long," he said, looking out the window in the direction 
of the site where most of this construction will take place. 
"With its own streets, its own sewers, and entertainment 
for its inhabitants." All the buildings will not be on the 

■ island, however. The Fair commission has already signed 

■ a six-months lease on Place des Arts. 

Asked about the percentage of Canadian to interna- 
tional talent, Mr. Pratt gave a a quick estimate — "alwut 
one-third Canadian to two-thirds outside talent. Wc owe 

a debt to Canada to provide a .showcase for the best stic can 
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offer. But then again, we owe a debt to our audiences too — 
to' acquaint them with the foreign and the exotic, to bring 
to them things they would not otherwise have an opportunity 
to go and see." 

For the devotee of Film festivals, there may be several 
film weeks, perhaps in cooperation with the Montreal Film 
Festival, although "we haven't contacted them yet," said 
Mr; Pratt. 

First things first. And from the first day he started his 
job, Mr. Pratt has been besieged by people who want to 
entertain all the other people who are going to come to tlie 
World's Fair. "When I first came here I had to wait two 
weeks, for my secretary to give notice at her other job, 
and the phoite never stopped ringing (the grey phone on 
his desk looked more like an IBM console than anything 
Bell Telephone could dream up — I had a menial vision of 
all those liltic buttons lighting up and buzzing at once. 
Poor man.) Now my girl screens out all the phone calls. We 
tell 'em to write us a letter and all applicants are brought 
to the attention of the people who do the actual selecting." 

After the second interruption in our interview, Mr. Pratt 
put down the phone and sighed. "The roof's falling in", 
he said, in such a normal tone that I thought at first he 
might be referring to a real roof, .perhaps somewhere out 
in Dorval.'"It falls In regularly around here. Every day, in 
fact."

What meaning docs God have 
for man ? Is He the benevolent 
creator which orthodox Judco- 
Christian theology would have 
us believe, or is He completely 
indifferent to the aspirations, 
the suffering, and the fate of 
man ? To all practical purpo- 
ses, docs He really exist ? 

Ingmar Bergman has been de- 
veloping these themes ever sin- 
ce he made The Seventh Seal, 
but has, never expressed them 
with the single-minded insis- 
tence characteristic of . Winter 
Light. The Seventh Seal, a turn- 
ing point in Bergman's career, 
hitherto devoted to realist and 
comedy films, examined a sub- 
ject no less broad, in its heavy 
yet elegant historical morality, 
than that of life itself. The si- 
lence and probable indifference 
of God and the apparent mean- 
inglessncss of the universe play* 
cd a primary yet not exclusive 
part in the film. 

After directing three more 
films dealing with subsidiary 
themes of life he returned, with 
Through a Glass Darkly, the 
first part of a trilogy, to his 
primary theme of the absurdity 
of existence, the meaningless- 
ness of the universe, the ab- 
sence of love or of any mean- 
ingful relationship between hu- 
man beings. These themes are 
the catchword of our era, yet 
Bergman never allows them to 
degenerate to the level of cli- 
chés. 

The scenes of comJc relief, 
interspersed through his earlier 
works, were eliminated. Winter 
Light is the second part of .this 
trilogy. (The third part, The SI- 
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fence, will be appearing next 
at the Cinema Plade Ville Ma- 
rie.) 

Through ■ Glatt Darkly dealt 
with four humans trapped in 
the web of existence. Winter 
Light zeroes In on one man, a 
pastor named Tomas, who like 
his Biblical namesake has co- 
me to doubt in his Master. 

For years Tomas lived with 
his comforting illusions. He 
shared with his wife a private 
God, benevolent and just, out 
of reach of the other mortals. 
With his wife's death his illu- 
sions shatter and he slowly co- 
mes face to face with reality. 

At the same time he takes 
up a sexual relationship with 
the rather plain spinster school- 
mistress of the small town 
where they both live. Both his 
spiritual and material lives thus 
head toward crisis on parallel 
tracks. 

With one stroke Bergman ties 
in the existential problem of 
the meaninglessncss of ° life 
with the psycho-sociological 
problem (and here Bergman ap- 
proaches Antonioni) of Inability 
to communicate and love. 

The films begins in a bleak, 
cold winter setting at a Sunday 
service presided over by To- 
mas. His congregation numbers 
only five people, none of whom 
seem to have come for religious 
reasons. The perfunctory man- 
ner in which Tomas gives them 
communion, indicates that his 
faith is as shallow as that of 
his parishioners. 

That the pastor is a cold, un- 
feeling man is rapidly demons- 
trated by the cynical cruelty 
with which he rejects the wo- 
man with whom he has made 
love for two years, as well as 
by his inability and unwilling-, 
ness to . attempt to assuage the 
suicidal thoughts of one of his 
parishioners who 'is also tor- 
tured by doubt. When the man 
finally takes his life. Tomas, 
struck by the absurdity of the 
act, cries "I am free". Yet he 
is not 

The film ends as it began, 
Tomas saying the vespers ser- 
vice in a church empty except 
for the crumpled figure of Mar- 
ta Lundberg, the rejected 
schoolmistress. Why does the 
pastor persist : out of hope, or 
habit, or necessity? Bergman 
is not without his ambiguities, 
even in this thickly-etched 
film. He leaves the interpreta- 
tion to the viewer.- 

The power of this film lies 
primarily on the power of the 
ideas expressed in It. Its weak- 
ness lies in relying too much 
on the power of these ideas. 
The character exposition of our 
doubting Tomas is hardly a stro- 
ke of brilliance. 

Too often, Bergman's charac- 
ters act like puppets on a string. 
Tomas seems too obviously to 
be expressing Bergman's doubts 
rather than his own. Too often 
Tomas appears not as an indi- 
vidual but as a cipher, Berg- 
man's mouthpiece. 

Perhaps the best combination 
of character and philosophy oc- 
curs at the climax of the film, 
where Bergman wraps up all his 
fears and doubts in one neat 
little package. Tomas' unedu- 
cated yet intelligent sexton, 
discussing the Passion of Christ 
with the pastor in his sacristy, 
explains that Christ did not suf- 
fer physically so much as men- 
tally : when He was abandoned 
by His Apostles In the garden 
at Gethscmane ("No one had 
understood Him.") and especial- 
ly when, in a moment of ago- 
nizing doubt. He cries out "Oh 
God. why hast Thou forsaken 
Me ?" 

This tendency towards over- 
Simplicity of characterization 
has appeared before in Berg- 
man's work, but, this film being 
more precise and well-defined 
than his previous ones, takes 
on greater prominence here. 

Another lamentable/tendency 
In Bereman's work 'that leaves 



a deeper mark than usual here 
is his very stagy method of oper- 
ation. Bergman works in the 
theatre through the summer and 
in the cinema through the win- 
ter; the dramatist is apparently 
more prominent than the cine- 
matist. He makes cumbersome, 
even clumsy use of the camera, 
and fails to take advantage of 
its potential versatility. 

For example, in the begin- 
ning of Winter Light there is 
a long yet completely static so- 
liloquy by Marta Lundberg, 
filmed against a blank grey 
backdrop. That the cinema can 
avoid this tedium is one aspect 
in which it is superior to the 
theatre. Only Ingrid Thulin's ex- 
pressiveness and excellent act- 
ing ability save the scene from 
complete collapse. 

However, these deficiencies 
are secondary. The merit of this 
film lies in its treatment — per- 
haps too direct — of the meta- 
physical dilemna of life.

It's hard to take From Ruttia 
With Love seriously, (l.e., as a 
parody of sex a«d sadism spy 
thrillers; or is it really ' some- 
thing really deeper?). In fact 
it's hard to take it any way at 
all. 

First, I can't understand what 
all the fuss .over Scan Connery 
was about, for his part is surely 
one of the worst In a movie 
which has all kinds. His acting, 
is wooden, and he has yet to 
convince as the sadistic-suave 
secret agent for which he is 
supposed to be famous. 

There is action in the movie 
all right. The pace Is fast and 
furious, and the invention, I 
suppose, inventive in the sense 
that new nonsense always fol- 
lows hard on the heels of an 
old nonsense and blow follows 
blow in crunching virtuosity of 
method. 

It even has Lotte Lenya, Pe- 
dro Armendariz and Robert 
Shaw as assorted villains (with 
Archie Duncan as Prince 
Valiant) to counterbalance Con- 
nery's mediocre offering. (Spoil- 
sport that I am, I can't hepl feel- 
ing a little sad at the sight of 
Brecht's leading lady playing a 
SPECTRE spy. But maybe this 
is what he was prophesying 
after all? I can now see future 
social analyses of our age via 
Fleming and Bond I) 

The only thing that redeems 
.the movie are some interestiag 
shots of local colour, (geogra- 
phical that is, as .well as ana- 
tomical). The sound and photo- 
gryphy is generally boring and 
the dialogue is not even good 
enough to be called cliché. The 
movie is a bad one in all — 
and I mean all — possible in- 
terpretations of it, unless you 
take it as a parody of Itself — 
but I'm not even sure how that 
would work out. Do I sound ill- 
humoured and unentertained ? 
Go and see the movie.

Rather the jet glides silently, 
scenery telescopically subdued, 
Pierre Kast's hand stills the 
crumbling of the ancient villa;

As a spectacular — and with 
Panavislon, 70mm (film), Tech- 
nicolor, and a bumper cast of 
names like Burton, O'Toole, 
Gielgud, what else could it be 
called — Becket Is one of the 
best movies In a few years. 
Judged otherwise, it falls short. 

Becket is a very long film; 
over three hours with intermis- 
sion; but it avoids the obvious 
temptation of burying its tale 
in spectacle. There are crowd 
scenes and plenty of royal feast- 
ing, none of which however re- 
moves Interest from the central 
relationship between Henry 11 
(Peter OToole) and Becket 
(Richard Burton). 

And what about this relation- 
ship which has so enthralled 
literary imaginations ? T. S. 
Eliot made of Thomas' martyr- 
dom a mystical drama whereby 
the Church was strengthened 
and reaffirmed. Becket, says 
' Eliot, died so "that His Church 
may have peace and liberty."- 

Anouilh, from whose play of 
the same name, the movie was 
. adapted, Is much more worldly 
in his message. Becket is not a 
man to serve more than one 
master at a time, and as "the 
' office makes the man" he Is 
forced to turn against his old 
friend the King, to defend his 
new master the Church. 

The two friends, according 
to the script, wenched and hi- 
jlnked together, but we never 
see Burton at it at all, and 
Becket never seenu anything 
more than the Archbishop of 
Canterbury right from the 
start. Burton's Becket is poorly 
done, a watered-down, commer- 
cialized Hamlet. 

The dilemna of old friend- 
ship versus new duties Is not 
well defined, and. the reason 
for this — aside from just plain 
bad acting — Is that the two 
choices facing Becket are al- 
ways vaguely stipulated and 
never stated clearly. 

O'Toole's Henry H on the 
other hand. Is a boisterous, 
vital, red-blooded delight of a 
king; a truly Shakespearean 



character. While Burton's Bec- 
ket Is unrealised talklncss — 
and this is not to deny the 
overall excellence of the dialo- 
gue — O'Toole's Henry comes 
to life at the first drop of a 
bedshect. 

The photography is excellent 
and the sels are some of the 
best this reviewer has. seen, es- 
pecially in one magnificent en- 
counter between the principals, 
on horseback on an empty Nop 
man beach with the sea, the 
sand, and the gray stones of a 
mediaeval castle lurking ■ im- 
pressively in the background. 

In spite of the film's failure 
to achieve any literary merit, 
it is brilliant technically and 
with a very competent support- 
ing cast which Includes even 
Sir John Glclgud, the movie 
makes for very good entertain- 
ment.

In an aerial view of Montreal, the green 
square of McGill campus, dwarfed by the' 
darker green mass of the Mountain stretching 
vp from Fletcher's Field, shrinks to pocket- 
handkerchief-size. To the little boys who live 
on Shuter and Lome and Durocher and Milton, 
who learnt to play softball in front of the 
Physics Building, and build snoiomen on the 
soccer field, it may seem as large as Central 
Park. 

To summertime passers-by on Sherbrooke 
it is an oasis whose foliage holds out a promise 
of shade from as far aivay as Stanley Street. 
To mothers and nursemaids in almost every 
season it is the best spot for watching or 
wheeling baby carriages. To construction com- 
panies it means a dependable source of income. 
To parents' and old grads, it is a source of 
pride and satisfaction. To professors, it is a 
place to keep a car. To hundreds of pigeons, 
it is home. To any given student, the eampua 
and the things that happen there represent 
the university's influence in his life. 

All the people who feed the pigeons, tcalk 
on the grass, or enter any of the ever-growing 
number of buildings belong there : the campus 
belongs to Montreal as well as to McGill. But 
what of those who have paid five hundred . 
dollars in order to belong there for yet another 
semester, who are notified to "keep your 
student card with you at all times : vou may 
be requested to produce it, and if you cannot 



cotnpli/, liable to a fine"? To those others, 
the meaning of the ivord "McGill", the asso- 
ciations of the ioord "McGill", McGill as a 
concrete physical entity, can have as many 
variations as the loord "home". 

To most students, the campus is the same 
— the library, the cloakrooms, the lab, the 
coffee machine, the PSCA, the Bookstore, the 
Arts Building steps, the flag, the new Engi- 
neering Building, the statue in the dell, the 
hill, the residences, the gym — but to all 
students, it is also different. All these familiar 
landmarks are merely vague boundaries, a 
loose framework, within ivhich to hold a world. 
It is a world that only one may inhabit, a 
microcosm. Each is his own uniuerstty — many 
may sluire a boundary, but never' the terrain 
it surrounds. 

The boundaries which are held in common 
usually include a small section of the outside 
world. Most students regard as part of McGill 
many places which have no share in the charter 
of The Royal Institution for the Advancement 
of Learning . For some the definition 
vtay attach to a fraternity house; for a large 
minority it is the . Union., For others it is the 
Mansfield Ta«em. For out-of-towners, inextric' 
ably caught up with th^ University, in most 
of their minds it is all of Montreaf. 

The events which take place in the world 
which any student inhabits, the people who 



figure in it, arc as difficult to pinpoint as 
the exact details of their setting. The important 
occurrences in the lives of a very few at 
McGill are all catalogued neatly by the official 
recorders, the Old McGill and the Daily. For 
the majority, the occasions they commemorate, 
the events they describe, merely serve to fix 
in mind the impor(ant individual anniversaries, 
through the coincidences of time and place 
to provide a sort of timetable in which can 
be listed all the essential stages taken toward 
the final aim. 

The day FORGE came out might have 
been memorable for the editor of FORGE, 
but it may have stuck in someone else's mind 
only because it coincided with the last day of 
a (ertn-popcr eitciision. And as long as that 
can happen, as long as it is possible for one 
student to sink himself utterly in extra- 
curricular activities, for another to spend all 
his free time in the library, for a third to 
go home to Pointe Claire every day at three 
o'clock; for some to eat lunch in the Arts 
Buiidiny common room and others to dine at 
the same time every day with all their fraternity 
brothers; for some to go on every football trip 
and others not even to realize a game has 
been played (or both) — as lony as cir- 
cumstances make is possible for all this to be 
so, then "a university career" can Be hope to 
offer something to everyone who ever reaches 
the point of embarking upon it. For McGill is 
not just one university, it is nine thousand.
